It is near 
and intimate, i he experience of ten years has taught me that the 
only way to learn art is to ieam it in the concrete. If tuch a thint; 
were possible — if enormous financiiil b.Tcklnij ever made it pvissibic — I 
should advocate a great t avelinp library, not of copies, but of orig- 
inals. It is not only the form, it is the color we want. Descriptions 
may be never so graphic and polaating with Ufe, but the picture after 
all is the picture. 

There are comparatively few good pictures ia America, except in 
private collections, which would, of course, make the idt .i of the irav- 
elliog library of originals an undertaking of insurmountable diffi- 
culties at present.

I do not see why we do not talk of this '|tiestinn pl.iinly .Some- 
thing must be done to stop the multiplication of the unfit by heredity, 
as wdl as by environment. How thia is to be brot%ht about i^dif> 
ficult to say. 

We are steeped in tradition and convention, we have so much 
hypocrisy in our civilization that it is difHcult to apply sdentiflc aieth- 
ods. Put edtiention. legislation and radical social selection, to supple- 
ment nature, may relieve the situation. This, with continuance of the 
social fortng Bttd intfvidwil-clHrBeteristice, may help as to cHodnBte 
the unfit. 

If left to herself, nature eiimiaates the weak and the unfit, but 
science domin.-ites dvfligation, and civilisation flstut tubmit to the do 
mands of science. 

We must either cease trying to reclaim the weak, or make a bet- 
ter selection of stock, if we could eliminate degeneracy, crime, jiBn-
